'I'lie  Rev.  Dr.  Tyng,  rector  of  fqiiphany,  hehig  called 
upon  lo  speak,  delivered  a  gloxving  ami  truly  iiileresting 
address,  in  xvhicli  he  compared  the  benevolence  of  Chris¬ 
tianity,  wiiii  the  ambition  of  the  world,  and  shoxveil  liovv 
l«>iJi  111  lito  aiiil  ilculh,  honour,  jie.ice,  and  glory,  are  in¬ 
separably  allied  to  the  former,  and  as  invariably  separated 
from  the  latter.
